See Numismatist; Mar. aa 
In regard to the Confederate Half Dollar belonging to Mr. Elrod 
of Houston, Texas, I note that the die crack above the nose of Liberty 
is not visible. The photograph of this coin below, shows a bulge on the 
obverse above the Knee of Liberty. This would indicate a restrike, ex- 
cept that the milling is perfect and the coin has the weight of a half 
dollar. |

I consider that you have a prize in that $20. gold piece 
of 1861 with the pattern reverse. It undoubtedly is a regular 
issue. 


The half dollar is, judging from the photograph, a restrike. 
The very small rust marks on the reverse show this, which do not 
appear on tie original. They are specks in the back, here and there. 
Also the writing around the edge is not as sharp as on the original 
piece, having been flattened out by the collar which was used when 
these pieces were retruck.
